Stake out the pond and cut down the 
sides a foot, so tliut a uniform depth is 
obtained. The soli cau be thrown back 
upon the embankments at each side. 
All weed* and hushes must l>c cut 
down below the level of the iuteuded 
surface of water, for these form dis¬ 
agreeable obstructlous wbeu left to 
freeze In the ire. say* Americau Home* 
aud Gardens. Thick muck soil should 
now 1** curled from some ueurby 
‘•unip and spread evenly over the sur¬ 
face of the pond. Ordinary marl 
which is so abundant In mutiy local¬ 
ities. makes an Ideal material for this 
puri>ose. When first dug from the 
swamp it is lumpy *ml bard, aud It 
will Is- necessary to pulverize it with a 
harrow after it is spread on the bottom 
of the pond. If carefully distributed 
around to s ilepth of two or three 
Inches the first rainstorm will dissolve 
It Into the right consistency for use. 
Then witli a hoe and rake go over the 
pond and compact the marl surface so 
that when it dries It will form a tough. 
I almost water tight skin over the top 
soil. Even when rnln fall* on this sur¬ 
face It will not leak through it and 
disappear. Water cun be held in the 
| hollow nearly all winter, and a gen¬ 
uine skating pond la thus obtained at 
little cost.
